mission by the engineering committee 
of that body, consisting of Commis- 
sioners Burr, Parsons and David. 


The principal recommendations are

"Resolved, That this committee ap- 


prove and recommeud for adoption by 
the commission a plan for a sea level 
canal, with a bottom width of lf>0 feet 
and a minimum depth of water of 
thirty-five feet and with twin tidal 
locks a Miraflores, whoso usable di- 
mensions shall be 1,000 feet long and 
100 feet wide at a total estimated cost 
of $230,500,000.

The committee estimates thnt a sea 


evel canal can be completed within 
ten or twelve years from the present 
time. 


These recommendations are the con- 


clusion of a report to the committee 
prepared in the canal zone under date 
of February 
1-1 last, and 
based on 


complete engineering reports on all of 
the problems involved. 


Height of Canal's Surface. 


The committee decided thut under 


no circumstances should the surface 
of the canal be more than sixty feet 
above the sea. 


It is recommended that the Chagres 


river be controlled by a darn at Gam- 
boa, built to a crest, heitrht of 200 feet 
and the waters of the lake thus creat- 
ed, disposed of through tunnels. 
The 


work on the dam will require from 
one to two and a half years and the 
coiruiittee reports it should begin at 
once. 
The dam at this place, it is 


said, involves no formidable obstacle, 
which is uol the case at the Bohio !o- 
rt*»ticn 


Immediately work is recommended 


at Colon in constructing a safe har- 
bor. 
To this end an outer breakwa- 


ter is suggested as well as the con- 
struction of an inner harbor at the 
entrance to the canal. 
It is recom- 


mended that bids be invited for this 
work. 


Favor Sea Level Canal. 


The committee makes this observa- 


tion in summing up: 


"The 
practicability 
of certainly 


and 
satisfactorily 
controlling the 


floods of the Chagres by so 
simple 


and economical a method as the Gam- 
boa lake and its outflow channels and 
the reduced cost of excavation as ac- 
tually demonstrated by the 
work of 


the Culebracut makes the work of the 
sea level canal at a reasonable cost 
far more available than has heretofore 
appeared possible. These recent de- 
relopments in the conditions attend- 
ing the construction of the canal are 
so important as to be almost controll- 
ing in character. The remaining ele- 
ment is that of time required to make 
the great summit excavation. 


"It is to be carefully observed that 


the results thus far obtained in the 
C.ilebra out have been reached under 
disadvantageous conditions of organi- 
zation of both paint and force. 
The 


railroad tracks serving the excavators 
are yet fragmentary and tentatively 
placed to serve the purposes of exca- 
vation. In both respects the disposi 
tion of the plant is far more unfavor- 
able, both to economy and celerity of 
operations, than will be the case when 
a complete track svstem has been ar- 
ranged and laid down to serve a large 
number of steam shovels operated by 
an experienced 
force. 
In the face 


of these disadvantageous conditions 
the cost of excavation has 
been re- 


duced far lower than was anticipated 
and it has been 
demonstrated that 


each steam shovel may be counted on 
to yield an average record of at leatt 
1,006 cubic yards per working day.

in view of these 
facts is it not 


strange thut no community or inuui- 
cipality has considered the establish- 
ment of a park composed entirely of 
native plants? To bo sure, tho people 
in cities like to 
demonstrate tho 


wonderful possibilities of our climate 
by tho growth of palms' and 
other 


tropical 
or sub-tropical vegetation, 


but is it, necessary or even advisable 
tor rural communities to follow this 
trend? Plenty of this class of vegeta- 
tion may be found 
in 
tho home 


grounds of tho villager or 
farmer, 


but wo search in vain for a place 
wherein are assembled till the horti- 
cultural glories of California. 
Our 


state contains thousands of plants of 
commercial value, and could they all 
be seen in one park our people might 
find just cause for pride in pointing 
it out as the most varied and interest- 
ing collection of plants over claimed 
by a single State or nation; asido 
from our own country. Such a park 
would be no loss a source of wonder 
and astonishment to our own people, 
very few of whom 
have more than 


a faint idea of tho vastnoss of our 
wealth in this direction. 


Such a park could have 
a &igu 


placed near each 
entrance, stating 


that the park contained nothing but 
native trees and plants, with small 
neat signs on or nonr each one giving 
il« ucjujuiuii and scientific name and 
its range or native heath. 
What an 


education in tho vegetable resources 
of our State would it contain! 
\Vhut 


a valuable adjunct to a college or 
other 
institution of learning! 
Of 


what vPal importance to the scientist 
from other States or nations! How 
interesting and valuable to the tourist 
who could thus see in a day what he 
must otherwise lake weeks to visit, 
some of which are, to him, practically 
inaccessible. 


Other reasons also enter in consid- 


ering such 
a plantation—it 
would 


harmonize in color and form with tho 
surrounding 
country, 
containing 


nothing ostentations or apt to jar the 
most delicate taste—and would thrive 
far better than any introduced vege- 
tation. So too, would the cost of 
building and maintenance bo corres- 
pondingly 
low, for 
many of such 


plants could 
be procured close 
at 


band, and 
when once 
established, 


would need no irrigation or other 
care. 


Only one such park Is In process 


of building, so far as we know, and 
that is in the grounds of the Califor- 
nia Polytecuic school at San Luis 
Obispo. 
Its buildings are of 
the 


Mission style 
of architecture 
and 


stand in a beautiful little vallev sur- 
rounded by high hills, some of which 
are richly covered with verdure, while 
others appear "rookrlboad and ancient 
as the aun," 
In view of the unusual- 


ly rich natural 
surroundings, the 


director p.riri board of trustees wisely 
concluded to blend the whole Into one 
gigantic and harmonious landscape, 
by using nothing but native 
vegeta- 


tion and making the walks and drives 
as few and simple as possible.

MONEY BY MAIL, 


Assplf Protected by ReftfBtratiori, but 


Not by Special Delivery Stain p. 


The recent discovery of the post- 


ftfflce inspectors of New York City 
that mail clerks have been stealing 
letters bearing special delivery stamps, 
and that many of these missives have 
contained large sums of money, has 
revealed to the department that there 
i?, k&parently, pretty general miscon- 
ception In the public mind as to tho 
function of the special delivery sys- 
tem. 
The arrest of one mnil clerk in 


that city, in whose pocket were found 
several bank notes that 
had 
been 


marked and placed In a decoy special 
delivery letter, furnished proof for a 
•uspicion the inspectors had 
enter- 


tained for several months. 


"The special delivery stamp placed 


on a letter," said an official in the de- 
partment, "does not mean nny more 
security of the letter than there Is 
for any ordinary letter. 
People seem 


to believe that because the charge for 
the same nnd for other reasons vary- 
ing with different persons, n letter la 
guarded as closely when it bears a 
special delivery stamp as when It ia 
registered. 


"This Is not true. A registered let- 


ter Is watched over during Its entire 
trip, from the time It is mailed until 
It reaches its addressee, each clerk or 
postmaster receiving it into his cus- 
tody giving a receipt nnd taking one 
when he surrenders It to another. The 
only receipt required in the 
trans- 


portation of a special delivery letter 
Is from the addressee. 
If the letter 


does not reach him there is no means 
of tracing it. The receipt he signs ia 
not so much to insure tho safe deliv- 
ery of the letter as to furnish a record ' 
for the department, none being made 
when the special delivery stamp ia 
sold. Of course, it serves, too, to keep 
a tab on tho special delivery mail car- 
rier, the time it is given to him and 
the time it Is delivered at its destina- 
tion being closely maiked. During tho 
trip each special 
delivery letter 
ia 


placed on top of a bunch of letters and 
not buried in it, and each clerk must 
use all effort to speed it on its way. 


"But this does not mean much addi- 


tional safety for the letter en route," 
continued the official, according to tho 
New York Times. 
"The misunder- 


standing that it does has led hundreds, 
yes, I believe thousands, to put-spe- 
cial delivery stamps on valuable pack- 
ages when such packages should have 
been registered. In the postoffice de- 
partment, as well as in every other 
department of business, there is hero 
and there n 'crooked' clerk, nrd ho 
has not failed to learn of this. The re- 
sult has been that we have had hun- 
dreds of complaints of the disappear- 
ance of special delivery letters. 
Wo 


ore conducting a thorough investiga- 
tion and hope to ferret out those who 
1'ave been robbing the mails. 
Hut it 


vrould be better to relieve the temp- 
tation and secure safely in the first 
Instance by inducing the people to re- 
frain from sending valuable packages 
and letters containing money by spe- 
cial delivery, but to use instead tho 
registry system."
